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Six die in Dacca assassination attempt 

DACCA, May 23 (R) - Six people including a newsman were 
killed and about 40 others wounded when two time bombs 
exploded in Dacca at a public meeting today. The explosions 
appeared to be an assassination attempt on former Bangladesh 
President Khandoker Mushtaq Ahmad whose Democratic Lea- 
gue Party organised the meeting. The first bqmb exploded u few 
metres from the former president shortly after he started to 
address the meeting in Baiiul Mokarram square in the heart of the 
city. Hospital source* said the wounded, including eight newsmen . 
were in critical condition. Khandoker Mushtaq was making his 
first public appearance since his release from jail last month after 
setting four years of a five year martial law sentence for misuse of 
power.

Begin rejects U.N. 
appeal to let exiled 
W. Bankers return

Prime Minister Menuchem Begin 
today rejected an appeal by U.N. 
Secretary-General Kurt Wald- 
heim to permit three expelled 
Palestinian leaders in return 
home. 

In a letter to Dr. Waldheim 
released to the press, Mr. Begin 
s;iid I he Israeli Supreme Court will 
decide whether the three Arab 
leaders -- the mayor of Hebron. 
Mr. F;ihd Oaw-asnii. the mayor of 
H.ilhnul. Mr. Mohammad 
Mil hem. and a Hebron religious 
conn judge. Sheikh Rajah Al 
Tumimi — will he permitted to 
return home. 

On Mai X the U.N. Security 
Council voted to call on the Israeli 
government to rescind the expul- 
sion orders made against the lead- 
ers. Later Dr. Waldheim asked the 
government if it planned to 
implement a Security Council 
resolution calling on Israel to 
pe mit the \rah leaders to return 

home. 

Mr. Begin expressed regret that 
the Security Council had not 
included in its resolution a con- 
demnation of Arah commando 
activities which, he claimed, had 
led to the banishment of the three 
Arabs. 

The Israeli Supreme Court last 
Tuesday ordered the government 
to justify the expulsions, which fol- 
lowed a Palestinian commando 
attack in the West Bank which 
killed six Israelis. 

The Security Council resolution 
challenged the legality of the 
expulsions under international 


law. and Mr. Begin wrote that the 
expulsions were being appealed in 
Israel by the deportees' wives. "A 
hearing will he held on the merits 
of the case.” he wrote. 

The three leaders are in New’ 
York, where they are reported to 
have met a number of people 
■involved in human rights in the 
United Stales. 

The Palestine Liberation 
Organisation observer at the 
United Nations. Mr. Zuhdi Terzi 
told reporters \cstcrda\ that the 
three leaders were also meeting 
officials ot the National Council ol 
Churches. 

He did not have names ol any- 
body involved in those meetings 
but he said the three Palestinians 
had already met with Ambassador 
Donald F. McHenry at the United 
States' U.N. mission, which he 
heads. 

Mr. McHenry's press coun- 
sellor. Ms. Jill Schuker. conlirmcJ 
that lie had a meeting with the 
three on Wednesday afternoon ;is 
“it matter of mutual interest" last- 
ing “an hour or so." She would 
give no details on the con- 
versation. 

But she said no PLO rep- 
resentatives were present, and 
added: "We know well our policy 
on them."

Sadat gets 
98.96%, yes 

CAIRO, May 23 (R|-Ao over- 
whelming majority of Egy ptian 
voters has endorsed con- 
stitutional changes making it 
possible for President A nwar' 
Sadat to remain in office inde- 
finitely, according to the final 
results of a referendum 
announced today. 

Deputy Prime Minister and 
Interior Minister Nabawi 
Ismail said 98.96 per cent of 
voters had approved the 
changes in yesterday's poll. The 
turn-out was 86.95 per cent of 
the 12.3 million registered vot- 
ers. Mr. Sadat was present 
when Mr. Lsmail announced the 
result. 

Parliament had earlier 
approved the constitutional 
changes, which also upgrade 
the role of Islam and envisage 
the creation of consultative 
council. 

The amendment means that 
the president can be re-elected 
Tor an indefinite number or con- 
secutive six-year periods. 
Under the 1971 constitution 
enacted one year after Pres- 
ident Sadat look office, the 
president could run for only 
two periods. 

Islam becomes the main 
source of legislation, rather 
than just one of the sources, lt is 
stated, however, that this does 
not apply to the personal status 
laws of the Coptic Orthodox 
Christian minority, which has 
objected to the change. 

The amendments also call for 
the formation of a consultative 
council to make recom- 
mendations and suggestions to 
parliament on issues of national 
interest. 


Iran’s army exposes coup attempt 


TEHRAN. May 23 (Agencies) - 
The army has exposed and 
denounced a planned coup d'etat 
against the government, the offi- 
cial Pars News Agency said today. 

Pars said the army announced a 
group calling itself “the army of 
Iranian Freedom Seekers" sent 3 
message to the military com- 
‘munications centre last night urg- 
ing a coup in Tehran tomorrow. 

The coup message was attri- 
buted to Gen. Gholam Ali 
Oveissi, martial law commander 
under the deposed Shah. No 
arrests were reported in con- 
nection with the alleged plan. 

Meanwhile. Kurdish guerrilla 


groups have agreed among them- 
selves to avoid high casualties by 
refusing to fight long battles with 
Iranian government forces in 
cities.

Israel starts work 
on Gaza settlement 

TEL AVIV, May 23 (Agencies) - Construction work has begun on a 
fifth Israeli settlement in the occupied Gaza Strip, a world Zionist Organ- 
isation official said today. 


The site for the settlement. lo be 
called Karif ■■ D ". is a few 
kilometre* north of the Egyptian 
border, lt is part of an Israeli plan 
adopted six years ago 10 put up a 
string of settlements between the 
occupied Arab city of Gaza and 
Egyptian Sinai. 

Israel's former Labour gov- 
ernment, which approved the plan 
said at the time the establishment 
of the settlements was dictated by 
security requirements. The 
Israelis said the mostly-desert 
Gaza area served as an Arab 
commando base before it was 
occupied in the ]%7 Middle East 
war. 

A spokesman for the Zionist

Maj 23 (Rl - A 
public opinion poll published 
today showed that Tor the first 
lime former Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin has 
emerged as the nation's roost 
popular choice as its next prime 
minister. 

The same team or pollsters 
disclosed last month that Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin 
remained the top public favour- 
'll e although Mr. Rabin, a 
member of the opposition 
Labour Party, overtook party 
chairman Shimon Peres, who is 
also Labour's official candidate 
For the top post. 

The poll gave Mr. Rabin 38.7 
of the vote. 23.9 per cent for 
Mr. Begin and 17.5 percent for 
Mr. Peres. 

The poll also showed a con- 
tinuing drop in the popularity 
of Defence Minister Ezer 
VVeizman, who received only 
12.6 per cent. 

Another poll showed that 
fewer Israelis than ever favour 
contacts with the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation tPLOl 
even if it recognises the Zionist 
slate. 

The poll said that wily 38 per 
cent of those questioned this 
month favour negotiating with 
(he PLO if ii acknowledges 
Israel's right to exist. 

In the last survey carried out 
two months ago 48 per cent 
agreed to negotiations.

Carter meets separately 
with Khalil, Mubarak 

WASHINGTON, May 23 ( Agencies/ — President Carter held sepa- 
rate meetings with two high Egyptian officials today to discuss the 
outlook for negotiations with lsrad on Palestinian self-rule following 
President Anwar Sadat’s suspension of the talks. 

Egyrpnin Vice President Hosni Mubarak spent 25 minutes with * 
Mr. Carter and left without talking to reporters. 

Former Prime Minister Mustaphu Khalil, whose appointment to 
see the president was made Jong before Mr. Mubarak’s visit was 
arranged this week, spoke only in general terms about why Egypt had 
-appended the autonomy talks with Israel. 

He said Egypt had been con f am ted with a surprise move in the 
Israeli Knesset concerning the future of occupied Jerusalem, an 
action which he said defied the Camp David peace agreements. 

■■ I his is an einbarassment not only to. Egypt but to the United 
States and its relations with the Islamic World." he told reporters. 

President Sadat broke off the Palestinian autonomy talks on May 
14 in protest against Knesset debate of a law proclaiming Jerusalem 
as Israel's '‘united" capital. 

Dr Khalil said he did not think another summit between Mr. 
Carter. Mr. Sadat and Israeli Premier Menachem Begin would be 
useful unless the parties decided in advance about “what will be 
agreed upon." 

The former Egyptian prime minister is now deputy chairman of 
Mr. Sadat's National Democratic Party and chairman of the par- 
liamentary foreign affairs committee. 

U.S. officials have expressed optimism that Egypt will agree to 
resume the Palestinian self-rule negotiations, which have been dead- 
. locked although the two sides were committed to complete them by 
May 26. 

The United States, Egypt and Israel all agree that the May 26 
target date for completing the talks cannot be met. An additional' 
cause for concern here is that western European countries will prop- 
ose peace initiatives of their own to keep the negotiations alive — a 
move that could further complicate the effort to resolve differences 
between Egypt and Israel. 

The Europeans believe a prolonged stalemate in the Arab-Israeli 
dispute would intensity anti-western feelings among Arab states and 
possibly jeopardise oil flows. 

The European position was reinforced by this week’s 38-nation 
Islamic foreign ministers,' conference in Pakistan, which sharply con- 
demned the Camp David peace accords and the general U.S. role in 
the Middle East. 

The emerging consensus among European nations is that ihe 
Camp David formula is not working and that a negotiated settlement 
is possible only if the Palestine Liberation Organisation is brought 
* into the peace process. Involvement of the PLO so far is opposed by 
Israel and the United States. 


Mexico to host summit to give 


momentum to north-south dialogue 


BONN. May 23 f R) — Mexico is to host a summit 
meeting next January to give new momentum to 
the north-south dialogue between the world* s rich 
and poor nations, a spokesman for West Ger- 
many's ruling Social Democratic Party said today. 

A summit was proposed by the “International 
Brandt Commission" in its recent report on coop- 
eration between industrialised and developing 
nations. 

The spokesman said the chairman of the com- 
mission, former West German Chancellor Willy 
Brandi, arranged for the holding of the summit at 
talks this week with Mexican President Jose 
Lopez Portillo and Austrian Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky. 

President Lopez Portillo left Bonn yesterday 
for Stockholm on the next leg of his European 
tour. He has already visited Portugal and France. 

Mr. Brandi had earlier indicated that the Mex- 


ican leader would sound out prospects for the 
summit during his West European tour. 

The spokesman said leaders from all the coun- 
tries to whom the summit had been referred would 
take part in the meeting, but he did not name any. 

Political sources here said leading western 
industrialised states were interested in the idea 
but the participation of the Soviet bloc remained 
an open question. 

The summit’s aim will be to seek a common 
solution for the poor and rich countries incor- 
porating an emergency programme of action cov- 
ering the next five years, they said. 

He Brandt Commission's proposals included a 
major initiative to increase financial and food aid 
to the Third World, the drafting of a global energy 
strategy and reform of the world monetary sys- 
tem. 
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Sidelines and front lines 


U.S. SECRETARY of Suite Edmund Muskie has advised 
the European countries, and the Arab countries, against 
trying to come up with any fresh peace initiative to supplant 
the Camp David process, which is about to draw its last 
breath with the expiry on Monday of the deadline for the 
Egyptian- Israeli talks on Palestinian “autonomy." 

•• f think it would be a disservice to stability in the area, 
to the prospect of a further rallying of support for the 
results nf this process if we were to back off. or if initiatives 
were taken by other countries which undercut this pro- 
cess." Mi . Muskie told newsmen in Washington earlier this 
week. 

The issues still in dispute in the “head-to-head" aut- 
onomy talks. Mr. Muskie said, had been reduced to just six. 
involving such minor matters as "land, settlements, sec- 
urity. and so on." 

Nothing that has been proposed from the sidelines, so 
far as I can see. holds out a better prospect for coming to 
grips w ith these six fundamental questions and the issue of 
autonomy any more effectively than these talks,” the 
novice diplomat concluded. 

It seems Mr. Muskie has spared no time in assuming 
the arrogance of power personified by one of his pre- 
decessors. Dr. Henry Kissinger. . 

We almost can't decide what should offend us 
i more— the suggestion that it would be unhelpful for Arab 
states and Arab peoples to take part in the determination of 
their own future, or the contention that those who have to 
live daily with the occupation of their land, the terrorisation 
of their people and the desecration of their heritage are 
somehow on the “sidelines" rather than in the front lines. 

It seems a bit late in the second half to be maintaining 
doggedly that Camp David is still the only game in town. 
And perhaps what alarms us most is the almost subliminal 
jissertion by Secretary of State Muskie that any approach 
other than Camp DLivid would somehow be "a disservice to 
stability in the area." 

If he lias been in office long enough to start telling the 
Arabs that they should have nothing to do with the resol- 
ution of the struggle for their national birthright, then he 
has also been there long enough to appreciate that Camp 
David in all its aspects has created the greatest single threat 
to the stability of this region— and we live here, not Mr. 
Muskie— since the creation of Israel in 194S. 

It has done this hv sanctioning and enhancing Israel's 
predilection for territorial aggrandisement, carving the 
heart out of the Arab Nation and transplanting it into the 
evil soul of Zionism, driving a wedge between Arab and 
Islamic brethren, and creating the perfect pretext for 
superpower intervention in the Middle East. 

If that isn't a disservice— to all mankind— we should 
like to know what is. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


VI. RA’I: U.N. Secretary General Kurt Waldheim warned >es- 
terdav of a real dancer of a Third Wruld War due to the current 
deterioration of international relations, threats of aggression and 
feelings of mistrust and apprehension among nations. 

These signs ol deterioration in the international situation 
characterise the Middle East problem in particular, and the effects 
of Israel's continued aggression on the Arab Nation. This aggres- 
sion lias contributed to a deterioration of relations between the 
United States and the \rjb and Muslim nations, and indeed 
represents a hot -bed ol tension that seems to be steadily worse- 
ning and slipping out ol control. 

Israel's oppressive measures against the Palestinian people and 
its illegal establishment of settlements on coniiscatcd Arab prop- 
er! \ contribute to the aggravation of the situation and tend to 
escalate tension in the region. U.S. economic and m Milan, assis- 
tance to Israel encourages the Zionist state to pursue its present 
policies and thus increase world tension. 

Mr. Waldheim's warning was not intended only to refer to the 
situation in the Middle East, but also points to the hot spots of Iran 
and Afghanistan. His statement seems to be an appeal to the 
superpowers to try to ease world tension and seek a solution to 
major problems. 

AL Dl' STOl'R: We can rightly assume dial the just -concluded 
Islamic conic rence in Pakistan had heralded the emergence of a 
Muslim power which can play a leading role in the preservation of 
world peace. 

The conference has come to the c* inclusion that Israel rep- 
resents a base for imperialist aggression against the Arab -and 
Muslim nations. If the resolutions and rccommcndiitions adopted 
hv the conference were to be put into action, they would con- 
tribute enormously to the restoration of Arab rights in Jerusalem 
and the holy places of Palestine. 

Backed hy absolute support from the United States. Israel has 
to date ignored all recommendations and resolutions passed by 
the United Nations, the non-aligned 'nations and other con- 
ferences and organisations. because those were not backed up by- 
action and effective measures to force Israel to abandon its 
aggressive policies. 

The conference has called on Muslim nations to boycott and 
sever relations with countries that recognise Israel's annexation of 
Jerusalem, and for the expulsion of ihe Zionist state from the 
United Nations. Therefore the Muslim nations should now exer- 
cise pressure on the United States, which so far has obstructed the 
implementation of such measures against Israel. 

Unless Muslim nations take this important step and follow up 
on their resolutions, strengthen their solidarity in the face of 
imperialist aggression and ambitions, the resolutions passed in 
Islamabad will not be worth the paper on which they are written. 
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Cartooni-st Ali’s message is it takes two fingers to work a pair or 
scissors. If three fingers try to manipulate the scissors, nothing is 
accomplished — the same goes for three powers trying to negotiate 
Palestinian autonomy.

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Foreign states’ assets Survey compares wages’ buying power in 26 nations L q NDON - exchange 
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in U.S. fall by $7.7 b 


WASHINGTON. May 23 ( AP) ~ 
Foreign govern me nt assets in the 
United States fell $7.7 billion in 
the first quarter of 1980, as fore- 
ign countries sold dollars on inter- 
national monetary markets to 
support their currencies, the gov- 
ernment reported yesterday. 

The drop followed a decrease in 
foreign official assets of $500 mil- 
Jion Tn the final three months of 
1979, the U.S. Commerce 
Department report showed. 

While the foreign governments 
were working to support their cur- 
rencies. the dollar appreciated 9 
per cent during the first quarter on 
a trade-weighted basis, against the 
currencies of 10 industrial coun- 
tries. The appreciation which was 
related to the sharper rise in U.S. 
interest rates occurred against all 
major foreign currencies, the 
report .said. 

Meanwhile. U.S. banks 
liabilities to foreigners rose S8.9 
billion in the first three months of 
this year, compared with $1.4 bil- 
lion in the final three months of 
1979. due to the strong demand 
for credit from U.S. hanks and 


record high interest rates in the 
United States. 

Claims by banks on foreigners 
decreased $2.9 billion during the 
First quarter, compared with an 
increase of 7.3 billion in the final 
months of 1979. 


GENEVA, May 23 (AP)-An 
average metal worker in Sweden 
must work at least 40 times as long 
as his counterpart in Singapore to 
pay his taxes, according tn a sur- 
vey published by the International 
Metalworkers Federation in 
Geneva. 


On the other hand, legislation 
promising $3.6 billion to the world 
development hanks won final 
congressional approval yesterday 
and headed to the White House 
for President Carter's signature. 
Mr. Carter had requested a S4 bil- 
lion contribution, but he later 
asked rhe Congress to pass the bill 
containing the lesser amount, 
arguing the alternative of no bill at 
all "would be disastrous" to the 
banks. 


The Senate approved the com- 
promise measure without formal 
objection although Sen. Jacob 
Javiis said the reduction was 
"extremely ill-advised." Mr. 
Javiis said lie supported final pas- 
sage only because Carter 
administration officials promised 
to ficht for a higher amount next 


Covering 26 countries, the sur- 
vey also shows that a metal worker 
in South Korea must work three 
times as long as his colleague in 
Switzerland to buy an ordinary, 
shirr and his equal in India has to 
toil 15 times as long as he would 
have to in the United States to 
afford one kilogramme of rice. 

The survey is- a comparison of 
the working time required in dif- 
ferent countries for the purchase 
of selected consumer goods. It 
covers five main industries— steel, 
shipbuilding, mechanical 
engineering, electrical engineer- 
ing and automotive man- 
ufacuturfng. The federation rep- 
resents 13.5 million Union mem- 
bers in 68 countries. 

The survey shows sharp dif- 
ferences between rich and poor 
countries, but even within the two 
regions the picture is far from 


being uniform- For instance, a 
mechanical engineering employee 
must toil nine and half minutes for 
one kilogramme of bread in 
Australia and Switzerland, five 
minutes in Denmark. 18 minutes 
in France. 22.5 minutes in Italy 
and 11.5 minutes in the United 
States. 


For the same quantity of bread 
he would have to work 25.4 
minutes in South Korean. 40 
minutes in Malaysia and one hour 
and 34 minutes in India. Expre- 
ssed in work time, one kilog- 
ramme of rice is worth 9.5 minutes 
in Australia. 22 minutes in France. 

58.5 minutes in West Germany, 
27 minutes in Italy. 14 minutes in 
Spain, ten minutes in Switzerland 
and 4.5 minutes in .the United 
Scales. 

In terms of work time rice is 
most expensive in Asia, where it is 
considered staple. In South Korea 
an engineering industry worker 
must spend I 0.5 minutes on the 
job to buy one kilogramme, in 
Japan 23.5 minutes, in Singapore 

24.5 minutes, in Indonesia 40 
minutes, in Malaysia 52 minutes 
and in India 1: 1 1 hours. 


Predictably, fish is cheapest in 
Iceland in the Northern Atlantic. 
Here it takes the same worker an 
average of just 1 1 minutes to earn 
enough to buy one kilogramme of 
it. His colleague in the Indian 
Ocean island of Mauritius has to 
toil 5:09 hours for the same quan- 
tity. according to the federation 
Figures. 

In landlocked Austria one 
kilogramme of fish represents 
1:36 hours of work while in 
France a coastal state bordering 
on both the Mediteranean 3nd the 
Atlantic, the price is 12 minutes 
greater. The work time for 1 kilog- 
ramme of Fish in Denmark is 22 
minutes, in Finland 27 minutes. 
Norway 23 minutes. United States 

39.5 minutes. Australia 47 
minutes, and Britain J :20 hours. 


United States, while in die textile 
country of South Korea he would 
have to sweat it out for no less than 
65 hours. 


A small two-room-kitdien- 
bath apartment is a luxury in most 
developing countries. The work- 
time tag of the rent can be as high 
as 262 hours in Kenya, while in 
Singapore it is oniy 41 hours, the 
same as in Norway. The cheapest 
monthly rents, in the industrial 
world, are Luxembourg, 22 hours; 
Switzerland. 23 hours; Sweden, 
26 hours; Finland. 28 hours; Ice- 
land. 29 hours and the United 
States, 31 hours: The most expen- 
sive are Australia, 54 hours: 
France, 55 hours: and Spain, 77 
hours.

Fed eases credit restrictions as U.S. inflation rate drops to 11.6% 


NEW YORK, May 23. 
t R.) — Citibank, today slashed its 
prime interest rate by two full 
points to 14.5 per cent,’ the lowest 
in the U.S. banking industry. The 
move was a further indicator nf 
declining demand for credit in a 
slackening economy. 


Two other major banks. Chase 
Manhattan and the Bankers Trust 
Company, cut their prime rate by 


one point to 15.5 per cent yes- 
terday. The cut in the prime 
rate— the interest charged on loans 
to hanks' best corporate 
customers— will mean lower inter- 
est rates in general in the weeks to 
come. 

The prime rate reached a record 
20 per cent early in April but has 
been pushed down steadily in 
recent weeks because of falling 
demand for bank loans. The Car- 


ter administration, however, said 
yesterday banks were nut low- 
ering the rate fast enough. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. inflation 
rate fell sharply last month to its 
lowest level in more than a year, 
according to figures released 
today. The consumer price index, 
the basis measure of inflation, rose 
0.9 per cent in April against 1.4 
per cent in March. That is equi- 
valent to an annual rate of 11.6 


percent, a big drop from the 18.6 
per cent rate of the first three 
months of 1980. when the U.S. 
suffered it** worst post-war infla- 
tion. 

The slowdown was a major 
piece of good news for President 
Carter, who sees inflation as his 
number one economic problem 
and ordered a package of meas- 
ures in March aimed at combating 
it. The Federal Reserve Board, 


America's Central Bank, said last 
night that in view of the economic 
slowdown it was easing restr- 
ictions on credit imposed in the 
March package.

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Olympics boycott will strip glamour from ‘prestige sports’ 


LONDON, May 23 (Rh-The 
American -led boycott of ihc Mos- 
cow Olympics will strip the 
glamour from the prestige sports 
of men's athletics, swimming, box- 
ing and basketball but many other 
competitions will cary on with lit- 
tle (OSS. 

The African boycott of the 
Montreal Games four years ago 
deprived potential gold medal 
winners in middle-distance track 
events and boxing of their 
chances, but the loss then was 
minor compared with that envis- 
aged this summer. 

There will not he a final tally of 
how many of the 143 eligible 
countries join the boycott until 
Tuesday or Wednesday next 
week, and individual competitors 
do not have to he named until 10 
days before their events take- 
place. 

However, preliminary surveys 
by Reuter correspondents indi- 
cate that President Carter and 
British- Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher arc correct in their 
charges that many of the Olympic 
gold medals to be won in Moscow 
will be of tarnished metal. 

The Soviet Union, East Ger- 
many and the United States domi- 
nated the medal table at the 
Montreal Olympics much more 
than at previous games, when 
there was a wider spread of the 
honours. These three nations had 
been expected to maintain their 
position, according to world rank- 
ing lists, but the medals table when 
the games end on August 3 will 


almost certainly show even gre- 
ater gains for the Soviet Union 
and its East European allies. 

Of the 1 98 gold medals 
awarded at Montreal. 13S were 
won by countries which appear 
likely 10 appear in Moscow. But 
this figure is misleading because, 
for example, one of the three Brit- 
ish victories ci me in sailing, and 
their yachtsmen will not be at the 
Tallinn regatta. 

There have been great swings in 
the relative strengths in several 
sports, with swimming perhaps the 
best example. The United States 
men won 1 2 of 1 3 golds, with only 
Britain’s David Wilkie breaking 
the chain. But the 1979 world 
ranking lists show Americans in 
front in only six Olympic events 
with the powerful Russians ahead 
in five, and wiih Australian Mark 
Kerry, West Germany’s Gerd 
Mocrkcn top contenders in the 
others. 

In women’s swimming, the East 
Germans swept 10 individual and 
one relay event, with the Soviet 
Union taking one breast-stroke 
gold and the Americans one relay 
at Montreal. Last year, the 
resurgent American girls headed 
uli four freestyle classes, the two 
backstroke and two butterfly 
events and both relays, leaving the 
East Germans ahead in both indi- 
vidual medleys and the Russians 
well on lop in both breastroke. 

The veteran French athletics 
specialist Gaston Mayer recently 
picked his theoretical list of track 
and Field medal winners for Mos- 


cow based on recent form for the 
African sports magazine Champ- 
ion tTAfriquc. 

On the women's list, one needs 
only to erase American sprinter 
Evelyn Ashford, Canadian high 
jumper Debbie Bril (picked for a 
bronze) and American javelin 
thrower Kathy Schmidt (silver), to 
he left with near-total domination 
by East Europeans. 

Mayer's list of men shows how 
badly the track events will be 
depleted, although he predicted 
1 victory for Italy’s Pietro Mennca 
in the 200 metres and Sebastian 
Coe and Steve Ovett of Britain in 
the SOU and 1.500 metres. 

Kenya’s great middle distance 
runners will be sorely missed as 
xsill the American sprinters and 
hurdlers, and the East Europeans 
will have an easier time without 
the United Stales and West Ger- 
man entries in the jumping and 
throwing events. 

East European women won all 
the rowing finals at Montreal and 
^.(though Finland's sculling 
champion Pertti Karppinen is in 
form to retain his men’s gold, the 
Norwegian Hansen brother* will 
be absent. 

Without the United States men. 
the basketball tournament loses 
its significance, and the American 
women had qualified for the Mos- 
cow event. 

The United States won five box- 
ing golds ai Montreal with yet 
another superb production line of 
champions, but the Cubans and 
East Europeans will have a much 
easier rime this vear. 


East Europeans again can be 
expected to sweep the conoeing 
regatta, and the exodus to pro- 
fessional ranks by West Euro- 
peans generally means that the 
boycott will hardly affect the cy cl- 
ing event 

With Switzerland, Britain. 
France, West Germany, the 
United States and Canada mis- 
sing. the equestrian competition 
loses all Olympic merit The inter- 
national championships being 
scheduled for August in West 
Europe will be open to pro- 
fessional riders, hut even lop Brit- 
ish riders see those as poor sub- 
stitutes for Olympic honours. 

The Italian government restr- 
ictions on travel to Moscow by- 
military' personnel, plus the 
absence of the West Germans will 
give East Europeans an easier 
passage in fencing and although 
World Cup players have been 
eliminated, the East Europeans 
can confidently expect to win the 
amateur football tournament, 
which has long been disregarded 
by the West. 

There is little challenge to the 
East Europeans in women's gym- 
nastics but the Japanese and 
American men had been expect- 
ing medals. 

In handball and volleyball only 
Japan and South Korea troubled 
the communists at Montreal, but 
the hockey medals went to New 
Zealand, Australia and Pakistan 
and both the men’s and the new 
women’s toumamenrs will be hol- 
low shells in Moscow.

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U.S. makes last effort to 
boost Olympic boycott 


WASHINGTON, May 23 (R) - 
United States diplomats around the 
world will be lobbying hard today in a 
final effort to extend the boycott of the 


Moscow Summer Olympics, for 
which entries must be submitted by 
tomorrow. 


According to a list issued by the 
State Department last night. 62 
countries have already joined the 
boycott in protest against the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan. 

These countries, according to 
the department, represent about 
half the athletes and up to half the 
expected medal winners who 
would normally have gone to 
Moscow. 

But a Reuter survey shows that 
the boycott will have less dramatic 
results, despite the absence from 
Moscow of such notable sporting 


nations asWest Germany and the 
United States itself. Of the 19# 
gold medals awarded in 1976 in 
Montreal. 1 3S were won by coun- 
tries likely to appear in Moscow. 

According to the department's 
own list. 42 of the 104 countries 
which voted at the United Nations 
last January to condemn the 
Soviet military intervention have 
not asked their national Olympic 
committees to join the boycott. 

Even more damaging to Ameri- 
can hopes of an overwhelming 
demonstration of international 
protest at the Soviet action in 


Tokyo, Bonn endorse ICO 
efforts for Afghan solution 


BONN. May 23 (AP)-Foreign ministers of Japan and West Ger- 
many today endorsed efforts by the Islamic nations to work lor a 
withdrawal of Soviet forces from Afghanistan. 

In a statement released after their meeting, the foreign office said 
Japan's Mr. Sahuro Okita and West Germany's Mr. Ha ns- Diet rich 
Genscher “emphasise the importance of the fact that the Islamic 
states, and therefore an important section of the countries of the 
region, have spoken out emphatically" for a solution of the Afghanis- 
tan crisis. 

"Japan and the Federal Repuhiicof Germany, together with their 
European partners, are conscious ol the necessity of supporting, in 
the framework of the joint concept, the countries of the region in 
their efforts for economic and therefore political stability." the joint 
statement said. 

The 39-nation Islamic Conference Organisation { ICO I announced 
yesterday in Islamabad that they had formed a three-member com- 
mittee to work for the withdrawal of Soviet forces from Afghanistan. 
Members of the committee include Pakistan’s foreign affairs adviser 
Mr. Agha Shahi. ICO Secretary-General Habib Chatti of Tunisia 
and Iranian Foreign Minister Sadeq Qothzadeh. 

A foreign office spokesman said the Afghanistan crisis was a major 
topic during the lengthy meeting between Mr. Okita and Mr. 
Genscher, held in the ministry headquarters on the banks of the 
River Rhine. 

The Bonn government has maintained that Moscow's incursion 
into Afghanistan, including the Dec. 27 coup that installed President 
Bahrak Karma I. should prompr Western nations to seek closer ties 
with independent states in the region. West German officials said 
they were encouraged that the ICO, including Iran, had pledged to 
work for a solution of the Afghanistan crisis. 

Mr. Okita and Mr. Genscher also reviewed bilateral relations as 
well as plans for the June 22-23 economic summit conference in 
Venice, w hich heads of government from the United States. Canada. 
Britain. West Germany, France, Italy and Japan will attend. 

The talks were the I Ith in a series of regular consultations at the 
foreign minister level between the governments in Bonn and Tokyo. 
Mr. Genscher and Mr. Okita last conferred in Luxembourg on April 
22 during an EEC foreign ministers' conference. 


Afghanistan has been the refusal 
of the national committees of 
many of its allies to conlorm to 
their governments' requests that 
they join the boycott. 

Australia and Spain today 
decided to send teams to Moscow, 
defying government calls for a 
boycott. 

The decision of the Lux- 
embourg committee yesterday to 
take part in the Olympics means 
(hat West Germany will be the 
only member of the nine-nation 
European Common Market to 
join the boycott. 

The Israeli and Argentine 
committees voted yesterday for 
the boycott. Japan's will vote 
tomorrow, just on the deadline. 

The State Department said yes- 
terday that some International 
Olympic Committee I IOC) mem- 
bers seemed to want to change the 
IOC rules and extend tomorrow's 
deadline. 

"If that is the case.” a senior 
official told reporters, “we will 
actively pursue the cause of a hoy- 

cutt with those who already 
decided to go. This will be a two- 
way street.” 

In Brussels today, a spokesman 
for the organising committee of 
the Moscow Olympics threw 
doubt on reports that some 60 
countries would boycott the 
games in July. 

Mr. Vledislav Shevchenko. 
Soviet head of the committee's 
public relations, told a press con- 
ference here that Moscow had 
only received three negative 
replies to invitations to attend the 
Olympics, although the closing 
date for applications is tomorrow. 

The three countries were 
Albania. Malawi and Saudi 
Arabia, and another 75 countries 
had said they would come, he said. 

Asked about U.S. Slate 
Dcpa'tment calculations that h2 
countries would stay away. Mr. 
Shevchenko said: "That's not 
iruc... Let's wait a few more 
days." 

Mr. Shevchenko declined to 
discuss the reason put forward by 
Western countries lor boycotting 
the games - Soviet military inter- 
vention in Afghanistan. 


Iran silent on EEC sanctions 


TEHRAN. May 23 (Rl -- Iranian leaders have 
made no public comment on the imposition of 
economic sanctions yesterday by the European 
Common Market which they have repeatedly said 
will not prevent Iran from buying essential sup- 
plies. 


When the sanctions were announced last 
weekend, government leaders admitted that 
goods imported through third parties would be 
more expensive but reiterated that a trade ban 
would help Iran’s drive towards self-sufficiency. 

There wav considerable uncertainty here about 
the scope of the sanctions imposed in support of 
United States efforts to secure the release of 53 
Americans held hostage in Iran. 

Eight Common Market countries yesterday 
imposed the sanctions with retrospective effect to 
last Nov. 4. when the hostages were seized. 

Officials in London said fast night that British 
sanctions would not come into effect for a few 
days because of technical and practical factors. 
Britain broke ranks with its Community partners 
when the government bowed to parliamentary 
pressure and announced that the sanctions would 
not be retrospective. 

Informed sources said the Central Bank had_ 
disked Iranian commercial hanks not to negotiate 
letters of credit with any bank in a country impos- 
ing sanctions. 


They said this was a precautionary measure 
taken because it was not clear whether a letterof 
credit would be viewed as a normal commercial 
contract or would be exempt from the trade 

Diplomats and economic analysts have said that 
a ban on European exports of all goods except 
food and medicine will have little immediate 
impact on what is already a depressed economy. 
Supplies of essential goods can be easily found 
through intermediaries and from friendly coun- 
tries. 

But they have said that, seen as pan of growing 
international economic pressure on Iran, it will 
heighten the isolation of the economy and make it 
difficult to import the heavy industrial goods 
which Iran needs to develop an independent 
economy. 

The Japanese cabinet today formally approved 
its, sanctions policy against Iran, government offi- 
cials in Tokyo said. 

All export and service contracts signed since 
last Nov. 4 will be suspended and export trade and 
foreign exchange regulations tightened to control 
deals with Iran, the officials said. 

The Japanese sanctions, which exclude food 
and pharmaceuticals as well as a major S3.2 bil- 
lion petrochemical complex being jointly 
developed at Bandar Khomeini, will go into effect 
on June 2.

World will face a tight oil market for 
rest of decade, predicts U.S. report 


WASHINGTON. May 23 ( R) - 
The world will face a tight oil mar- 
ket for the rest of this decade, 
possibly pushing up prices to S52 a 
barrel in 1 985, according to a con- 
gressional study issued yesterday. 

The higher prices will cause a 
growing glut of U.S. dollars 
abroad — now estimated at $ 1 ,00U 
billion — depressing the value of 
the currency and creating pressure 
for its replacement as the world s 
reserve currency, the study said. 

The gloomy assessment of the 
world's oil market in the I98us 
and the implications for the 
United States was issued by the 
Congressional Buduet Office 
(CBO). 

The CBO report also examined 
the effects of a future interruption 
in U.S. oil imports of 3.5 million 
barrels a day for a year. 

It found that such a nine per 
cent petroleum shortfall would 
cause the nation's real output to 
decline 6.o per cent, unem- 
ployment to rise by 2.1 per cent 
and' inflation rates to increase by 
20 per cent. 

The CBO said that assuming a 
two per cent annual increase in oil 
prices in real terms, world demand 
for oil would exceed available 
supply by 10.6 million barrels a 
day in 1 990. 

“Thus, it is probable that the 
world oil market will remain light 
through the next decade, and that 
there will be increases in the price 
of oil." the report said. 

Noting that U.S. balance of 
trade problems, partly caused by 
oil imports, have weakened the 
dollar, the report said continued 
declines might ultimately cause 
OPEC (Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries) to 
abandon use of the dollar for oil 


payments. 

Such a move would be seen a> a 
signal that the dollar was no longer 
'enable as a world reserve cur- 
rency and unless it were phased 
out in an orderly way. a rush 
against the dollar could result, the 
CBO said. 

This would mean higher prices 
for oil and ail other imports into 
the United States and heavy losses 
for the economy, the report said, 
althuugh it added (here was no 
reason to suppose that OPEC 
would welcome a collapse of the 
dollar. 

The report also said that 
declines in Soviet oil production 
should move the Soviet bloc into 
the position of a net oil importer 
by 1 9S5, drawing possibly two mil- 
lion barrels a day from the world 
market by J99H. 


Import targets reduced 


In Paris yesterday, leading 
Western oil consuming countries 
agreed (hey should reduce still 
further import targets up to 1985. 
fixed at 26.2 million barrels a day 
only five months ago. 

Faced with a new round or oil 
price increases and sharply- 
reduced forecasts ol OPEC out- 
put, ministers of the International 
Energy Agency IlEA) tightened 
their rules on restricting oil 
demand and consumption. 

Although the IEA communique 
set no new formal target for oil 
imports in 1985, the agency sec- 
retariat estimated the possible 
reduction at around four million 
barrels a day. 

The conference chairman. West 
German Economics Minister Otto 
Lambsdorff. told correspondents 
that ministers disagreed about 


precise import goals, and the out- 
come was a compromise. 

The ministers also announced 
that they would meet at short*' 
notice to prevent a scramble for 
resources if any new supply crisis 
hit the international market. 

U.S. Energy Secretary Charles 
Duncan told a news conference 
the IEA was now moving from 
words to action in its campaign to 
curb demand and consumption, 
w ith a system of regular checks of 
national performance. 

He described a cut in imports of 
four million barrels a day as a 
reasonable target which the 
United States supported. 

Mr. Duncan said oil producers 
had raised the prices by 150 per 
cent in the last 16 months and the 
latest increases had no economic 
justification. The U.S. energy sec- 
retary said they would cost con- 
sumer countries an extra S15 bil- 
lion a vear. 


BLOEMFONTEIN. South 
Africa. May 23 (R) — Demon- 
strators set fire to a cinema and 
petrol-bomhcJ a policeman’s 
house in black townships near 
Bloemfontein. After a night of 
arson, violence and stone- 
throwing. police said they had 
arrested 15 people. 

“Roads are still heing blocked 
with boulders and vehicles arc still 
being stoned, hut it is quieter now 
than it was last night, a police 
spokesman said. 

The black townships around the 
Orange Free State city have been 
the scene ol the worst violence in a 
countrywide protest bv students 
against racial inequality in this 
while-ruled country's education 
system. 

Police in armoured riot vehicles 
patrolled the townships and 
escorted commuter buses. 

The pol ice spokesman said the 
cinema was badly damaged when 
a gang set it ablaze early this morn- 
ing. The policeman’s home was 
completely destroyed after a pet- 
rol bomb was thrown through a 
window. 

One man has died and at least 
two people have been seriously 
injured since violence erupted in 
the Bloemfontein townships. 

Elsewhere in the country, 
thousands of mainly coloured 
(mixed race) schoolchildren 
renewed a class boycott in sol- 
idarity with protesting Mack 
pupils. 

The coloured pupils returned to 
school only on Monday alter stay- 
ing away fora month. Earlier, they 
set June 6 as a deadline tor the 
government to meet demands for 
more text hooks and equality in 
education fur all races.

BONN. May 23 (AP) — Following the Soviet -French summit, plans 
arc in full swing for Chancellor Helmut Schmidt to visit Moscow this 
summer — the first such trip by a Western leader since the Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan. 

West German and Soviet officials have been working for weeks to 
arrange the visit, which only a few months ago appeared to have been 
a casualty of the post- Afghanistan chill in East- West relations. 
Efforts were accelerated after French President Valery discard 
d'Estuing broke the ice in Easi-West contacts and met Monday in 
Warsaw with Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev. 

Observers noted the Giscard meeting, which look place after little 
consultation among the Western allies, might make it easier polit- 
ically for Mr. Schmidt to make the controversial visit, expected in 
early July. Government sources hope the French precedent will 
weaken charges from Washington and domestic political opponents 
that Mr. Schmidt is risking the West’s "•avlid front" against the 
Soviets. 

West German newspapers report the foreign office has proposed 
to the Soviets that Mr. Schmidt make the trip between June 5ll and 
July 6. just before the Summer Olympic Games which the Germans 
have decided to boycott. Slate Secretary Klaus Boelling. the gov- 
ernment's chief spokesman, declined to confirm a date but said Mr. 
Guenthervan Well. astute secretary in the foreign office, would go to 
Moscow next month to arrange final details. 

West German officials have discouraged speculation that a 
Schmidt- Brezhnev summit would produce any major agreements on 
Afghanistan, arms control or any other areas. Diplomatic sources 
note the West Germans, a major albeit junior partner in the North 
Atlantic alliance, could make no substantive agreements on behalf of 
the West withour U.S. approval. 

Mr. Boelling said the talks could he useful “for discussing ways to 
limit conflicts, without any certainty that one could bring home a 
completed formula for (solving) this or anv other conflict.” Any 
Schmidt- Brezhnev talks would be expected to centre around 
Afghanistan, general East-West relations and arms control. 

Unlike the Giscard summit, the Germans say Mr. Schmidt’s visit 
will be made following dose consultations with t he United Stales and 
other Western allies.

Transport systems: Counting the 



The rapid growth of transport 
helps bring about economic 
development. But it also brings 
environmental destruction — 
from the 220,000 tonnes of oil 
sp\h by the Amoco Cadiz to the 
quarter of a million people 
killed each year on the world's 
roads. UNEP appeals for a 
balance between economic and 
ecological needs. 


Transport systems are a vital 
part of every ' national economy. 
But moving people and goods on 
land and sea and in the air can 
have some unwelcome side- 
effects on the environment. III- 
planncd transport systems con- 
sume scarce natural re- ounces, kill 
people and cause severe local pol- 
lution. 

The United Nations Envi- 
ronment Progra m me ( U N EP j 
focuses on the impact of trans- 
port on our surroundings in its 
State of the Environment Report 
lor 1980. UNEP urges nations and 
the international community as a 
whole to plan transport infras- 
tructures — roads, railways, ports, 
airports etc. — in a way that bal- 
ances transport and environ- 
mental needs. 

Greater emphasis should be 
placed on rail transport, cities 
made safer and less polluted for 
pedestrians, .-oads built with 
long-term requirements in view, 
jets made quieter, supertankers 
built to more rigorous standards, 
and so on. 

UNEP recognises that the 
developing countries want to 
expand then fledgling transport 
systems, hut advises them not to 
be swayed by short-term pres- 
sures. 

A new road, for example, cm 
hring “uncontrolled and inap- 
propriate rural development." 
Haphazard road building can also 
swallow up prime farmland and 
rum areas rich in wildlife. In the 
U.S. alone more than nine million 
hectares — about the size of Por- 
tugal — is under tarmac. 

Despite the spiralling cost of oil, 
% our appetite for cars seems undi- 


minished. And the fastest growing 
markets are in the developing 
countries where in some cities car 
ownership has been rising at over 
20 per cent a year. 

Most Third World cities were 
not built to accommodate so many 
cars, fn many Third World coun- 
tries the death rate per million 
vehicle kilometres is six times 
higher than in the U.S. 

Some European cities like 
Gothenburg in Sweden have 
reacted to the four-wheeled inva- 
sion by creating traffic-free areas. 
It makes life less hazardous for the 
pedestrian, hut is a placebo cure 
for pollution because the vehicles 
are only being re-routed. 

Some countries have tackled 
the problem of or exhaust pol- 




lution by imposing strict emission 
controls and by reducing the lead 
content of petrol. But emission 
control devices can increase a car’s 
petrol consumption and can be a 
handicap in the search for devising 
less wasteful ways of burning pet- 
rol. Emission control has helped 
to cure I .os Angeles' smog prob- 
lem, bur U.S. curs and lorries 
account lor about half the petrol 
consumed in the country. 

What 'is most important — 
environmental health or 
economy? This is what UNEP 
means when it says that “the cen- 
tral problem with transport is how 
to strike a balance.”
